inocchio,’* released in 
1940, cost $2.6 million, a 
kingly sum for that time but 
SmSSmSSSV a small price for a master¬ 
piece. Frank Thomas, an animation di¬ 
rector on the film, remembers the en¬ 
thusiasm that went into its creation. 

“We all had a dedication for ‘Pinocchio,’ 
a feeling of purpose that partly grew out of 
the Depression and partly out of our pre¬ 
war innocence and sort of Boy Scout at¬ 
titude. It was the perfect combination for 
such a picture.” 

Walt Disney^s captivating animated clas¬ 
sic, which makes its world television pre¬ 
miere on The Disney Channel September 
20, reigns as a triumph of technical bril¬ 
liance. “Pinocchio” owes a share of its 
beauty, opulence and realism to models 
and special effects that were developed 
during filming. Bob Jones, who worked 
with Frank Thomas and who is, at 73, the 
only surviving puppet master of the 1930s, 
remembers his role in the creation of 
Pinocchio and other characters in the film. 

“At least 12 Disney artists struggled for 
18 months trying to come up with just the 
right look for Pinocchio. When the design 
of the lovable little puppet-boy was finally 
approved, Walt decided to form a Charac¬ 
ter Model Department, staffed by spe¬ 
cialists who could make three-dimensional 
figures of drawing board characters. I was 
one of the three Walt chose for the job. 

“At first our work was centered on Pinoc¬ 
chio, but it soon spread to all the new 
characters and to scenic props, such as the 
unusual furniture, tools, toys, clocks, and 


other items in Geppetto’s workshop. 

“The figures, some fashioned from clay.

One of the first models of Pinocchio was an angular, stick-like 
figure carved by puppeteer Bob Jones. He was not the endearing 
Pinocchio we see in the film. 

“But that’s how Pinocchio looked when we 
began drawing him in 1937,” says Frank 
Thomas, an animation director on the film. “He 
was a smart-aleck with a long, thin nose, and 
he looked very wooden. After about six 
months Walt Disney said, ‘There’s no heart or 
warmth in the story, and the character is not 
coming off.’ 

“So the writers went back and re-did the 
story. They changed Pinocchio into a softer, 
likable, innocent little boy. That, of course, 
threw everything we’d done before out the 
window. They dumped our old model of 
Pinocchio. I thought, ‘Oh, gee. I’ve spent a lot 
of hours with this guy. I’ll take him home and 
save him from the ash pile’,” says Thomas. 
So Thomas stored the model in a closet, 
where it stayed until he returned it to the 
Disney Studio years later. Meanwhile the 
more innocent —and endearing — 
Pinocchio went on to become a star. V

some from wood, and some from reinforced plaster, were painted 
to match the animator’s drawings. Artists could turn them and see 
at a glance how the subjects would look from such an angle. 

“We found that the animators had all sorts of mechanical prob¬ 
lems. How do you animate smoke with a pencil? How do you ani¬ 
mate heavy things like wagons and stagecoaches? Ken Anderson, 
one of the art directors, came to me and said, ‘I’m supposed to 
animate Stromboli’s gypsy wagon going over a bumpy road and it 
comes off looking like a bowl of Jell-0. We can’t put that on the 
screen.’ So I made a model of the gypsy wagon and loaded it down 
with 40 pounds of lead. The girls painted it, and I made a treadmill 
with bumps on it for the bumpy road. We shot the action on film, 
and the artists were able to create the scene realistically.” 

(“The models were beautifully done and a great help to the 
artists,” animation director Frank Thomas agrees. “Unfortunately, 
they were so good that Walt started giving some away to VIP’s as 
souvenirs. Others became permanent decorations in the offices of 
the top personnel. The rest had a way of disappearing, especially 
as we neared the end of the picture.” Today those models are 
prized collectibles, worth hundreds of dollars each.) 

Invention was the order of the day. “Everything we did was 
innovative,” says Bob Jones. Live-action rain was incorporated 
into one sequence. A scene of a steamer heading for Pleasure 
Island was made by pulling a transparent cel, on which the boat 
was painted, across a background, with smoke effects trailing be¬ 
hind it and distortion glass over the water. It was so impressive 
that preview audiences gave the scene a round of applause. 

The Character Model Department went on to create models and 
three-dimensional special effects for “Bambi,” “Fantasia” and 
many short subjects before it was disbanded in economy moves 
brought on by the Second World War. Meanwhile “Pinocchio” 
opened, and was promptly proclaimed Walt Disney’s masterpiece. 

Historian Christopher Finch echoed the opinion of movie lovers 
and critics over the years when he said, “‘Snow White’ may have 
provided Disney with his finest moment, but ‘Pinocchio’ is proba¬ 
bly his greatest film.” V

^ t will be a star-studded weekend filled 
with magic, color, pageantry and just plain 
fun as Walt Disney World in Florida cele¬ 
brates the 200th anniversary of the signing 
of the United States Constitution and be¬ 
gins Walt Disney World’s year-long 15th 
birthday. This gala event provides the per¬ 
fect launch for the bicentennial 
celebration of the American system of gov¬ 
ernment. President Reagan is scheduled to 
attend the festivities. Former Chief Justice 
Warren Burger will speak. Many celebrities 
and Disney stars are scheduled to be on 
hand. In honor of the occasion, Disney 
Channel camera crews will be there on all 
three of the celebration days, from October 
3 to October 5, roaming Walt Disney World 
to bring subscribers periodic live glimpses 
of the activities.

“Walt Disney World: A Dream Come 
True” begins with the pioneering vision of 
Walt Disney. Though he first conceived of 
Walt Disney World as a theme park 
modeled on Disneyland, Disney’s concept 
soon grew into a dream of a park that 
would not only provide the ultimate in en¬ 
tertainment, education, and relaxation, but 
would also embody the technology of the 
future. Though Walt Disney did not live to 
see his vision realized, that dream did 
come true on October 1,1971. 

The reaction was immediate: Walt Dis¬ 
ney World was the most-talked-about re¬

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was hailed as the eighth wonder of the 
world. Guests flocked to Walt Disney World, 
drawn, as Walt Disney predicted, not only by 
The Magic Kingdom but also by golf 
courses, hotels, campgrounds, and a stun¬ 
ning network of Icind and water transporta¬ 
tion that wove through the park. 

But the Walt Disney World story doesn’t 
end there. In 1982, another portion of Dis¬ 
ney’s inspiring vision was realized with the 
dedication of EPCOT Center. EPCOT~the 
Experimental Prototype Community of 
Tomorrow —is today an international 
showcase for the technology of the future as 
well as a unique forum promoting coopera¬ 
tion and understanding among all human 
beings. In Future World, bold attractions 
like Spaceship Earth, Universe of Energy, 
World of Motion, Journey into Imagination, 
The Land, Computer Central, Horizon, and 
the newly-opened Living Seas present ideas 
and systems that may one day enhance 
people’s lives everywhere. In World Show¬ 
case, the pavilions of 11 nations offer guests 
an amazing sample of the world’s different 
cultures, painting a portrait of what our 
plamet could be like if we relied only on un¬ 
derstanding, cooperation, and a better 
knowledge of each other. 

There have been many other milestones 
that mark Walt Disney World’s 15 years. 
Over 200 million guests have journeyed 
from places all over the globe to visit the 
park. Today average annual attendance 
stands at over 21 million. Among those vis¬ 
itors have been four American presidents, 
as well as dignitaries, heads of state and a 
galaxy of show business celebrities ranging 
from Burt Reynolds to Vincent Price to 
Michael Jackson, star of the new 3-D musi¬ 
cal space fantasy “Captain EO” (which pre¬ 
mieres at both Walt Disney World and Dis- 
neylcuid on September 19).

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goes to jail to await trial, and 
Capone goes to a holding tank 
in the city dog pound. There’s 
just one problem.

Ken and his friend Kathy dis¬ 
cover Capone’s—now renamed 
Astro—criminal past when the 
dog commences to pick pock¬ 
ets in a park.

TOO SMART

STRANGERS 


Jiminy Cricket has been appearing on The Disney Channel 
recently giving safety tips on a different subject: electricity. 
Jiminy Cricket has been giving good advice for many 
years, ever since he helped Pinocchio learn right from 
wrong. And he is well worth listening to. Here is what he 
has to say about electricity. 

• If an area or an object is marked “Danger High Voltage,” 
do not play nearby. Find a safe place to play. 

• Stay away from any fallen wires. All wires are dangerous. 

• Do not stick objects in an electrical outlet. They are 
only for plugs. And plugs should be pushed all the way in. 

• Do not take the plug out by pulling the cord. You might 
break it. and broken wires can start fires. 

• Always keep a bulb in the 
light socket so that a younger 
brother or sister can t put his or 
her finger into it. • Do not leave your 
room when electrical toys are running. 

Jiminy Cricket s strongest warnings are about 
using electrical appliances near water. 

Jiminy Cricket says: “Water + Electricity 
+ You = An Accident.” 

Water conducts electricity so efficiently that if 
you are handling an electrical appliance and standing in 
even a tiny puddle of water, you could get a jolt or worse. 

It is important to keep all electrical appliances away from 
pools, bathtubs and sinks. 

We can’t see electricity itself (except for lightning), but 
we see the appliances that are powered by electricity. We 
are always turning on a switch to operate something. But 
remember that you must use that power with respect in 
order to avoid fires, injuries, and shocks. As Jiminy says: 
“Electricity works hard for you so don’t treat it lightly.” V 


“Too Smart for Strangers” encores on 
on The Disney Channel in September. 

It offers specific suggestions on how 
to protect yourself against strangers, 
since parents can’t be with you at 
every moment. Here are a few 
suggestions to follow so that you 
can have fun and worry less: 

• Always tell one of your parents 
where you are going, with whom 
and when you will be back. 

• Avoid unsafe places, such as empty houses, vacant lots, 
back streets and alleys. 

• Stay a healthy distance from any stranger. It’s not 
unfriendly. It’s wise. You can be friendly with people 
you know.

NEWS FROM THE PARKS 

ichael Eisner, Chairman of The Walt 
Disney Company, has announced 
plans to construct Pleasure Island, a 
six-acre entertainment complex at Walt 
Disney World in Florida. The attraction 
will feature six nightclubs: the Adven¬ 
turer’s Club, the Zephyr RockinRolla- 
drome, the Mannequin Dance Theater, 
the Comedy Warehouse, the Videopolis 
Cafe, and Bloom’s Jazz Garden, as well as 
a number of restaurants. It was designed 
by Walt Disney Imagineering. 

Friday, September 19 marks the long- 
awaited opening of Cap¬ 
tain EO presented by 
Kodak at Disneyland and 
Walt Disney World. The 
revolutionary 3-D short 
is a space fantasy- 
musical directed by 
Francis Coppola and 
produced by Rusty 
Lemorande. The execu- 
tive producer was 
George Lucas. It stars 
Michael Jackson as an 
interstellar knight- 
errant. Jackson also 
composed the film’s 
music and songs. To cel¬ 
ebrate the opening—and 
to accommodate eager 
guests—the “Magic Eye 
Theater” will be open 
continuously from 10 
a.m. to 10 p.m. from Sep¬ 
tember 19 through Sep¬ 
tember 23—a first for both parks. 

Later this Fall, Disney Channel sub¬ 
scribers will get a behind-the-scenes 
look at the making of “Captain EO”. 

Big Thunder Ranch, which opened in 
Disneyland this past June, is mod¬ 
eled on a working horse ranch of the 
1880s. The attraction features a ranch 
house, blacksmith’s and tack shops, 
horses and wild burros. The burros are a 
temporary feature of Big Thunder 
Ranch—they actually belong to the De¬ 
partment of the Interior’s Bureau of Land 
Management. All burros are currently 
available for adoption. The transaction, 
which involves a $75 processing fee, is 
conducted entirely between the adopt¬ 
ing party and the Bureau. So if you’re at 
Big Thunder Ranch and one of these 
symbols of our vanishing frontier 
catches your eye, that animal can 
be yours.

Like Disney’s re¬ 
cent animated film “The Great Mouse De¬ 
tective,” it features animals in the roles. A 
call recently went out among company 
employees for interesting pets to act as 
models for the film’s characters. 

APPEARING ON THE CHANNEL 

avid Huddleston, who appears 
in “Spot Marks the X” (see page 10), is 
a veteran performer whose career spans 
51 years and includes film appearances 
with Hollywood’s greatest legends. 
About his co-star, Mike the Dog, 
Huddleston has only praise: “I’ve worked

To young moviegoers, Don Ameche is 
the distinguished old actor who won an 
Oscar for his performance in Ron How¬ 
ard’s film “Cocoon” and who, prior to 
that feature, appeared in the Eddie 
Murphy-Dan Aykroyd comedy “Trading 
Places.”

Jane Seymour, the 
beautiful English actress, 
appears on The Channel 
in “Sinbad and the Eye of 
the Tiger.”

The Disney lawyers are very active in 
going after copyright infringers, but 
sometimes unauthorized items slip 
through. The most common of these 
items currently surfacing are brass 
Mickey Mouse belt buckles and a door 
plate purporting to be from Disneyland’s 
opening. There is really no hard and fast 
rule for identifying unauthorized Disney 
collectibles. The infringing 
manufacturers usually put as much fake 
authorization, such as dates and 
copyright notices, on pieces as they can.
